(Excerpts) Tckyo, 23 May— Major Yuriy A. Gagarin said Tuesday that a 
Third Russian space ship would travel around the earth, but that he did 
not know hov many men would man it* Major Gagarin made the statement in 
a roundtable talk with three leading Japanese space scient ists. Bie said 
he did not feel any fear prior to his departure because he knev the 
capability of his rocket very well and was convinced of succesa, but 
admitted that he was under strain when he was shot up into the sky. 
Gagarin said he landed in a cabin that was held up by a parachute, 
whereas Major German S. Titcnr, the second spaceman, descended by parachute 
efter getting out of his cabin« He said that his trådning for space 
flight was etrenuous, but In the future, training would beccme easy and 
everybody would be able to fly In space«
